AN KXl'ANMMi KOKEION I*OLICY. 

The political lelaiiouu bctweea the 
United Slates of America aud the Im- 
perial Government of Great Britain 
constitute a text lor ever-recurriug 
euiniiiontiUion and are a subjoct of 
evor-increaeing importance. The so- 
cial relations of the two countries are 
of no great consequence except to a 
few Americana who come over here 
aud a few Englishmen who go to 
America. The common language 
about which we hear so much, i» 
something of a delusion and a Biiaie, 
since it enables us to be more volua- 
ble and oflbtisive on occasions of dif- 
ference ; exposing the United States 
meanwhile to the mlsrepresentatfe* 
Of such Americans as have a motive, 
and generally a selfish motive, for 
pleasing the English by protestations 
of affection more or lees maudlin and 
lachrj mose. The common institu- 
tions exist lor the most part in the 
mind's eye ot the superficial observer ; 
for it would bo hard to find two na- 
tions or two peoples who are wider 
apart iu their institutes and views of 
lit-. 

One may say that England is a land- 
grabber, and that the imperial policy 
is to bully where it can not cozer, 
without the purpose to be hostile to 
England, or to provoke collision be- 
tween the United States and Gieat 
Britain. 

Every uation must bo answerable 
for Itself and to itself. But the 
American Union at length a full- 
grown power. It is in reality an Im- 
perial Repubiic, with asperatious of 
its own, and becoming very conscious 
of its vast resources and strength. It 
will no longer consent to be a nullity 
among the nations of the earth, 
ltight or wrong, it means to assert 
Itself in the affairs of the world in 
which it is so essential a part, and to 
have interests and iu policies respect- 
ed. It long ago threw away the 
small clothes in which its babyhood 
was swathed. It is gettiug itse"lf a 
complete suit of armor and presently 
it will goa-gunning. 

For whom and for what ? For who- 
ever gets in its way and for whatever 
it wants. Recall the sponlaneity of 
National teeling which answered the 
President's Venezuelan message and 
which rings responsive to the calls ol 
the Cubans. Take note of the Ha- 
waiian episode and the fate which be- 
fell the conservative policy of the Ai 
ministration. 

Do these things mean nothing 
Thry mean everything. The zealoi

Tho English aristocracy are H 
and strong. Their titles are tangible 
and mean something.

Where the 
animadversion is not ill-tempered, it 
is satiric.

It is absurd for any one to pretend 
that, as far as English society takes 
America into account and has any 
well-defined opinion, it is not hostile. 
This hostility is rather passive than 
active, and is made up of two parts 
disdain to one part indill'creuce.

The social fabric of Great Britain is 
laid In caste aud class. Beginning at 
the Throne it tapers down in a regu- 
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ray Republicanism. Like the cat in 
the fable, I may look at the King;

Haunts and Habits of the Queer 
Creatures 

A BABY LION Fob THE ZOO. 

Interesting Talk Witt a Man 
Who Makes Their Capture 
a Business. 



Some unusual things come into this 
town on ti eight cars, but the freight 
handlers of the B. & O . 8. W. R. K- 
found on Sunday a carload of very 
queer looking animals. One big 
Irishman peered into a crate, and give 
it as his solemn opinion that they 
were bullfrogs. The exact name of 
the beasts was not known until a 
small, red-whiskered man, with a 
bronzed faro and a rolling gait, 
came along and told the curious that 
car contained eighteen sea lions 
he had caught off the coast of 
California. 

Tno lions became the center of 
iiuorost, and no one paid much atten- 
tion to the man, but he is all full ot 
Interesting history as the car was of 
live freight. Capt. James Ii. Mullett 
is his name, aud he has made an in- 
dependent fortune iu the last twenty- 
five years catching sea lions for ani- 
mal dealers and zoological garden?. 
There are but one or two In captivity- 
he did not lasso, and in the quar- 
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gaged in the business he has taken 
I fully 400 of the queer animal*-. 
The Captain is a genial fellow, with 
-e native modesty than is usual iu 
his line of buBines?, and It to>k some 
ime yesterday to got him to talk. lie 
Hopped over here witli his car to turn 
over a splendid pair of sea lious to 
the Zoo. These were delivered on 
Sunday, lie got pretty well acquaint- 
ed with Sol Stephen, the Superinten- 
dent, and, finding him to be a genius 
in his business, promptly offered to 
let him have a cow aud calf. The 
latter was born after tho mother w as 
captured, and is tho only baby of its 
species iu captivity. Capt. Mullett 
made the trip for W. A. Couklin, the 
animal dealer of New Fork, to whom 
the lions are consigned, and Conkliu 
promptly gave his consent to the 
transfe •. Tho mother has eaten noth- 
ing 011 its trip, and it is feared that 
the young one will die. He was as 
lively as a kitten yesterday, aud 
seemed quite healthy. Ho weighs 
fully twenty pounds, and stuck his 
nose through tho grated sides of the 
box whenever any onff came near. 
He will bu a valuoblo attraction for 
the Zoo. 

HABITS OF THE LIONS. 

Capt. Mullett gave a Commercial- 
Tribune reporter some information 
icerning tbe capture aud tho habits 
of sea lione. ' They are the most in- 
teresting of animals," said he "and I 
believe they can be taught to do almost 
anything. I have watched their 
movemonls tor twenty-five years, and 
have naturallv learned something 
about them. There is but one time iu 
the year to go alter them, and that is 
during tho breeding sosson, which 
begins about the first of June aud 
lastB for about three woek<<. When 
that period end?, tho males, under the 
leadership of a chief, go away from 
the females, and we have never found 
where thev go. 

"They come agaiu the next year, and 
it is curious to see how they arrange 
their harems, for the sea lion is polyg- 
amous. The old bull who is leader 
crawls up to a rookery which may 
contain 200 females. Ho appears to 
count them, for ho tolls off six or eight 
of the males which are in his llock 
and they tako possession. There is 
much confusion until each male gets 
his share of the females, but after tnat 
all is serene, provided there is no tllrt- 
iug. If there is there Is to be a tor- 
rifle fight. Ordinarily thero is but 
little trouble. 

"It is during this love-making 
period that I catch my sea lions. Tho 
males stay out of the water all flie 
time and do not eat, and (he females 
are not bo wary as at other times. 
We use a miall steamer, and sighting 
a rookery, try to get near It without 



discovery, which is a hard thing to do. 
The animals have a sentinel who has 
keen eyes, aud gives notice of the ap- 
proach of danger. But wo get out of 
night iu smalljboat8 and land. 

"Then we cautiously work toward 
the herd, hiding behind rock until we 
get between tl.siu aud tho water at 
low tide. Each man carries a lasso 
aud I am, perhaps, the only man who 
can make a lasso stick for a short 
time on a sea lion's neck. Their heads 
are smaller than their neck-, and it Is 
very hard to keep the rope there, but 
I give it a certain twist that holds it 
'intil the animal throws up his tail, 

hen one of my assistants deftly las- 
soeslt. Then we have him. My rope 
slips off, but by that time we have a 
rope on each flipper. The men with 
the cage come, we pull tho ropes tauut 
and throw the cage over him . By a 
trick we turn it over and nail on the 
top. When the tide comes in the 
cage, or rather a wooden b x m de 
of inch board* placed three inches 
apart, is flouted tolhe vessel aud 
hoisted on board. 



"Of course the sea lion does not sub- 
mit tamely to capture, and they do 
not hesitate to fight and take the of- 
fensive.. Myself aud men have had 
some very narrow tseapes, and it is 
no unusual thing to get bitten. Thev 
are extremely muscular animals, and 
though thev look clumsy and awkward, 
can handle themselves surprisingly 
well, even on land, Iu water they are 
quicker than a flash. 

•'I had about given up the busiuess 
until this year, but Conklin came to 
me and said that tho Cincinnati Zoo 
wanted a pair, and that he had orders 
from abroad that he wanted to fill, 
and he finally induced me to start out. 
It was an unpleasant voyage, as the 
weather was bad tor a month. I loft 



not believe mo if I told you how large 
they get. I have seen them weigh 
two ton», but I only catch the smaller 
ones, between three and five hundred 
pounds. They are easier to handle 
than the big ones, which are liable to 
get fatally hurt in their struggles to 
cape. ' 

PKOKIT ABLE MTSINE8S. 

Sea Hon catching must pay, for 
Capt. Mullet owns nineteen hottrei and 
two hotels in Pittsburg, property iu 
Lancaster, Pa., and in New York City, 
where he lives. His wife travels 
head of him on his voyages across 
he continent, arranging for feed and 
are for the sea U0B1. 

During the conversation some one 
mentioned Corbet t and Sharkey. The 
Captain pricked up his ears and said 
thai Sharkey used to be one of the 
men iu his employ, and he was' 
only f-eveutceu years old when he was 
with the captaiu.

The Captain and his cir will loave 
to-day for Now York, which ho ex- 
pects to reach by Saturday. He has 
only lost two animals on his trip, and 
all of those now on the car appear to 
r el', and never miss a meal.

getting twenty-two, eight males and 
the rest females. I captured two fur 
sjal, which I have in the car. You 
know the sea lion belongs to the seal 
family, though its hide is not valuable. 
I would have done much better if 
the weather had been less stormy, but 
the catch I did make represents a 
value of about $ 1§,000. 

' There are some peculiar things 
about the sea lion and his way of liv- 
ing that few people know about. The 
females carry their young 3G5 days> 
never more, never less, and breed once 
a year, having oue calf. Then, did 
you kuow that tho sea lion has no 
tongue? That is true. Ho swallows 
his lish whole, and always head , first 
They do not drink water either, though 
people say I am a liar when I say so. 
Thoy absorb it through their skin. 
It was by watching them during the 
rutting season that I found that they 
could live for days and weeks out of 
water. All I need to do on this trip 
is to wet them a few times a day and 
keep them cool. Out on the Great 
American Desert last week the ther- 
mometer got up to 13o degrees, and I 
had to buy Ice at $50 a ton to keep the 
animals from being sunstruck. Usu- 
ally they aro hardy, aud speedily be- 
come acclimated. I sold one to Balti- 
more twenty-two years ago, and he 
only died a few months ago. They 
•earn to be long-lived. You . would

A Richmond, Va„ dispatch to 
Atlanta Journal says: "Oue member 
of the Georgia delegation attorn 
i he Confederate rounioiKhas stub 
ly acquired fanio by his well-four 
claim of being the youugest soldier of 
Hie Confederacy. D. B. Frcsmai 
secretary and one of the alternates 
from Bartow Camp, No. 820, Carters- 
ville. Accompanying a brother iuto 
camp at the age of eleven years, in 
May, 1862, he was oflerod and accept 
ed the place of markor of the Sixth 
Georgia cavalry. He filled that ph 
during the drilling days, which lasted 
only a few months, and then tell rcg 
ularly iuto the ranks of the regiment 
bearing side arms and a short saber, 
being too email to carry a carbine, 
lie was with the regiment in the cam- 
paign of Bragg iuto Kentucky, and 
then later in numerous raids and en- 
gagements in upper East Tennessee, 
and also in the retreat of Johnston 
before Sherman from Dalton to At- 
lanta. There are older survivors now 
living to his section who remember 
him, and can bear witness to his ser- 
vices, and with whom he can mutually 
compare experiences and recite ad- 
ventures.

One day the sheepman who wrote 
to Tho Field was informed byono of 
bis gaachoa that he hail found a 
puma's don about two milos away 
on one of the slopes among which 
tho pumas bad alwaya escaped. 
With an old native to superintend 
things, tho Englishman and some 
gaucbos went to tho slope nnd found 
tho den 01 tho gauobo had reported. 

Tho day was Utterly cold, so they 
plied pick and spade with great vig- 
or till tho paws of n big puma were 
soon, when operations ceased.. Evon 
the dogs did not daro to got to oloso 
quarters, for the puma is a lively 
and effective fighter, having on more 
than ono occasion defended helpless, 
unarmed men from Jaguars, so Hud- 
sou, tho naturalist cf Lal'UUi, says. 
One of tho dogs foil into tho cavity 
nnd escaped a swipo of tho puma's 
claws by luck. How to rescue the 
dog was a question that was docidod 
by a native. Tho r.atlvo lassoed one 
of tho two paws in sight, nothing 
elso of tho animal being in view. 
Thon ho got another nooso around 
tho 6amo paw, and hitching both 
ropes to tiio pommel of a saddlo 
started up the hurts*. Tho puma's 
body was a large ono — 3 feet %inchos 
long— but the horse had ull it could 
do to haul it out Once out of tbo 
hole, it was easy to drag tho animal 
to death by starting tho horse at a 
full gallo|j, though tho dogs nearly 
tore tho helpless lieast to pieces. 

Thon camo the New England farm- 
er boy aot. There wore more pumas 
in the hole, presumably young, and 
an armful of p.ija grass was set aliro 
in tho owning. A half grown puma 
camo oat and went into a hole ^'0 
yards away before a dog could say 
"Boot" Tbo firo was allowed to 
bum out, and tbo writer dropped 
into tho don. He gave ono glance 
into tho rear of tho place, thon got 
right out again. Then a carbine bul- 
let killed a big female that had re- 
mained in tho hole. Two youag 
ones were oaptored, and tho one 
that wont into the nearby oavo was 
suffocated by a combination of gun- 
powder and sulphur. 

The Houter's Pitcher. 

A good many plants are known to 
subsist on flesh, and ono of those, at 
least lur ;s its prey into a trap. Ev- 
ery visitor to the Adlrondaoka knows 

tho hunter's pitcher; semio remem- 
ber It with jxun. The pitcher Is open 
at the top, and the rain keeps it half 
full of -water. The thirsty insects 
see'the water and they go down into 
it and drink. Having luul thoir fill, 
tho flies try to climb out again, but 
no trap is Bure;r than the hunter's 
pitchor. Tbo inside of tho pitohor is 
lined with short, stiff filaments and 
the sharp points all incline down. 
Tho bnsaot'a feel oatofa in these und 
after BWbile it gets into tho water 
and drowns. 

Tho Aelirondack WcodaXDSO likes 
a joko and tliat is why thu memory 
of tbeso pitchers brings pain to tho 
tenderfoot Tbo woodsman, acting 
as guide, goes tramping into tho 
woods, leading thu tenderfoot to 
some fishing waters,. Tho trail if on 
a hot day, is dry as a bono, and at 
each step the teadui'foct gets drier 
and drier ami begins to want to 
know bow far it is to the noxt 
spring. They oomo to a swamp and 
the tenderfoot feels suro there must 
bu water thereabout but thowoods- 
man says thero is not a bit Then 
ho picks up ono of tho numerous 
pitchers, puts it to his lips a mo- 
ment, thon throws it to tho grounel. 
Water flies out and tho thirsty one 
sees it He breaks one off and with- 
out examination tikes a couple of 
big swallows. Tho woodsman shrieks 
"Fly soup, " and rolls over on tho 
moss bud of tho swamp. Tho victim 
shrieks too. And for years after the 
mention of hunter 'a pi tellers makes 
him gag— it is two or throo days be- 
fore ho cares for fish or food.— Fish- 
ing Gazette.

Formic Acid and the Mango Trick. 

The woll known "mango trlok" of 
tho Indian conjurors has hitherto 
hardly received any explanation 
which could account for the observ- 
ed effects, and yet it has been im- 
possible to discredit tho many wit- 
nesses of tho feat. An ingenious 
suggestion has boon mado by M. 
~ onnoau, who asserts that the In- 
is sow the seed under experiment 
in earth which has been taken from 
an ants' nest tho formio acid pres- 
ent causing it to germinate with ex- 
traordinary rapidity and sprout up 
in sight of tho observer. Mr. Ragon- 
noou states that ho has reproduced 
this offoot by sowing seeds in earth 
previously watered with a diluted 
solution of formic acid. 

This result is contrasted with the 
observations of Moggridgo, who 
found that in seeds storoil in the 
granaries of tho Mediterranean ante 
the process of germination was in- 
definitely delayed, but that their vi- 
tality was not destroyed, as was 
proved by rumoving and planting 
them in fresh earth, whon they 
grew immediately. Those two re- 
sults aro, to say tho least somewhat 
contradictory, and until wo have 
some confirmatory evidence as to 
tho very extraordinary forcing pow- 
ers of formic aoiel discovered by M. 
Ragonneau wo are afraid wo must 
bog leave to "doubt the f aot "—Lon- 
don Chronicle.

Washington, D. C June 26.— The 
Republican Convention is of the past 
Marked by a general littleness and an 
uttor want of onthusiasm, the St. 
Louis Convention, assembled, regis- 
tered the will of the bosses and has 
gone. Contests over the political 
supremacy of this boss and that, and 
the bickerings over the phraseology 
of the financial plank of the platform 
were fought out between the old 
bosses and the new. The Convention 
ratified their conclusions and carried 
out without hitch or turnmoil the cut 
and dried program laid beforo them . 

Yet the adoption of the platform, 
with its financial plank pledging the 
Republican party to the maintenance 
of the appreciating gold standard, 
marked an epoch In the history of the 
party. Indeed, it marked the disrup- 
tion of the Republican party as such, 
Only eight years ago the Republican 
party, by its representatives in Nation- 
al Convention assembled, pledged it- 
self to bimetallism, the Republican 
platform of 18S8 declaring that "The 
Republican party is In favor of the 
use of both gold and silver as money, 
and condemns the policy of the Dem- 
ocratic (Cleveland) Administration in 
its efforts to demonetize silver." But 
on this and all similar declarations 
pledgiug tho party to bimetallism, 
the Republican party has turned its 
back, and at the behest of the monev 
cliques it has taken up tho advocacy 
of gold-monometallism and pledged 
itself to maintain, tho preseut gold 
standard of the producing classe?, but 
to the great profit of the money lend- 
ing and crediting cliques. 

The bolt of the silver Republicans 
from tho Convention, though sma 1 in 
it-iclt, presages the defeat of the Re- 
publican party at the polls, for the 
great uumbers of the bimetallic Re- 
publicans wno have hitherto acted 
with that party, but who are resolved 
to free our peoplo from a financial 
policy dictated In the interests of the 

rough gradual steps of poverty, 
suffviiing, degradation and despafiyc- 
ducingour producing classes to adject 
dependence on the money-clique, can- 
uot support the candidate of the Re- 
publican party.

The object of 
attending divine service is to improve 
the spiritual nature, and hence busi- 
ness and everything of a secular char- 
acter should bo left behind when yoir 
enter the church portals, 

If a stranger, you will wait in the 
vestibule until the arrival of the usher ; 
who will conduct you lo a seat. 

Enter the church quietly, removing 
the hat, and never replacing it until 
the door is reached again at the close 

If a stranger aud accompanied by a 
lady, you will allow her to preccdi 
yon, and follow the usher up the aisle 
until the pew is reached, taking seats 
at the further end if you are the first, 
so that you will not be disturbed by- 
later arrival".
